As a new feature in his weekly Farm Labor news letter, State Supervisor iurphy 
of Illinois is presenting a weekly report on farm accidents--number of accidents, 
people involved, killed, mandays work lost. The data in the news letter is 
based on the ‘weekly reports from the counties. The Iilinois Extension editor 
picks up the assembled data and works it into news stories. Three wire services 
have been carryins these stories and use of them in the press--daily and weekly, 
has been extensive, according to Bob Walker, assistant extension editor, who 

is handling farm labor information.
